the University of Nebraska in 1893 
and 1894- There he played guard 
and captained the football team 
which won one of the early cham- 
pionships of the Missouri Valley. 
Those being the days of push and 
pull football, brawn was one of 
the chief requisites for gridiron 
performance and young Dern had 
it. He was just under six feet in 
height and usually weighed around 
175 pounds.

From the earliest days the mis- 
sionary has met indifference or 
hostility.

Barnabas and 
Paul 
(Saul's name changes at 


this point In the story) ran up 
against Elymas, the sorcerer, he 
opposed them.

clairvoyance, 
astrology, 


numerology, and such like were 
as popular in Cyprus cat 
they 


are in > America today. 


Paul did not compromise with 


sorcery. 
And he was no mealy- 


mouthed, milk and water saint, 
apologetic for living. He burst 
forth Into virile arraignment that 
should stiffen the speech of ev- 
ery preacher: "O full of. all guile 
and all villainy, thou son of the 
devil, thou enemy of all unright- 
eousness!"

After a conference with the presi- 
dent, Senator Carter Glass of Vir- 
ginia said today he would vote for 
Mr. Roosevelt next November, but 
was undecided whether he would 
speak in the campaign.

a group of reporters his doctors 
had advised him not to speak. But 
he added they similarly cautioned 
him in 1932, when he made a ra- 
dio speech for the Roosevelt-Gar- 
ner ticket.

"If you want to know whether

Examining Trial Held, 


Bond in the sum of $2,500 was 
set by Judge W. T. McFaddcn at 
the conclusion of the examining 
trial held at 2 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon, and the defendant was 
remanded to the county jail until 
the bond was signed and approv- 
ed.Criminal District Attorney John 
R, Curington represented the state 
and Joe Edens Anderson the de- 
fendant at the brief hearing. Otto 
F. Woods, 
admitted eyewitness, 


was the only person placed on 
tho stand. 
Under questioning by the dis- 


trict attorney, Woods said that he 
saw the defendant and the de- 
ceased standing on the corner of 
the hospital grounds 
about 
10 
o'clock, that he did not see a gun 
in the woman's hand but heard 
shots after the deceased had made 
a motion with his hand toward 
har. He stated that he saw Good- 
man's body after the shooting and 
saw a wound in his chest near 
the heart, one in his abdomen and 
another on his arm. He said he 
heard the defendant 
make 
no 
statement, and that there was no- 
body in the car with her. 
' Under questioning by Defense 
Attorney 
Anderson, Woods said 
that his attention was attracted 
by the motion of the deceased's 
arm toward the defendant. 
At

conclusion, Anderson 
asked that as small a bond as 
possible be set, declaring that the 
evidence indicated that the case

Sheriff Rufus Pevehouse report- 
ed that Mrs. Goodman had filed 
a charge of aggravated 
assault 
against her husband late last Sat- 
urday, alleging that he had beat- 
en her severely with a crutch, 
and exhibiting wounds alleged to 
have been inflicted. Goodman was 
arrested Saturday night by Deputy 
Sheriff J. M. Westbrook on the 
charge and was later released on 
bond. The case has not been tried. 
The body was taken in charge

been completed early Wednesday 
afternoon.

The daughter said last night she 
received the first communication 
from her mother since the inci- 
dent—a letter dated on August 15 
which explained that she was re- 
leased from prison on August 14 
but still had been unable to leave 
the country. 


She wrote that Polish border 


guards confiscated all her money, 
amounting to $320, and that most 
of her baggage had disappeared 
while she was held in prison.

She told Hower- 
ton and newspapermen she fired 
one shot after she saw her husband 
with a surgical knift in his right 
hand. They had been talking in her 
Inner office for about an hour. 
Charges were not filed against 


the 40-year old woman immediately. 
A well-known practitioner here, 


Dr. Hood had kept her former 
name for 
professional purposes. 


She had 
practiced 
under 
the 


name of Dr. Hood before 
her 


marriage to Turner, 51, a sales- 
man. 
Friends of the couple said Dr. 


Hood had filed a suit for divorce 
in July but dropped it and went 
on 
a 
second 
honeymoon 
With 


Turner to Chicago. They return- 
ed about 
throe 
weeks 
ago. 


Friends said another separation 
occurred since then. 


According to Dr. Hood, she went 


into a lavatory for a moment af- 
ter talking with her husband. She 
said she heard a box click and 
turned to see him rising from his 
chair with a knife in his hand. 
Then, she said, .she ran to her 
satchel, procured a pistol she had 
been carrying since Monday night 
and fired one shot. 


The bullet hit Turner in the 


chest. 
He ran out of the of- 


fice, into the corridor and 
fell 


into 
another 
doctor's reception 


room. 
A nurse called an ambu- 


lance and he was taken to a hos- 
pital. 


En route, Turner told an am- 


bulance attendant his wife shot 
him, 
police were advised . 


"God forgive her," he moaned 


at the hospital before he lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 


The couple, married two years 


ago, 
were the parents of a son, 
Jack, who is about one year old.

Pat Harrison had a 
lead of 60,000 votes over Sennett 
Conner, former Mississippi gov- 
ernor who was aided by Senator 
Theodore Bilbo in a bitterly fought 
struggle for tho nomination. With 
all but 172 of the state's 1,659 
districts reported, Harrison's vote 
totalled 122,650 to Conner's 
60,- 


550.

support to President Roosevelt. 
In South Carolina Senator James 
F. Byrns won a 7 to 1 victory 
over Thomas P. Stoney and Col. 
William C. Harllee, both of whom 
had criticized the new deal. The 
vote in 1,284 of the

tricts: Byrnes 199,961, Stone 18,789, 
Harllee 9,850. 
The nominations of both Har- 


rison and Byrnes are the equiv- 
alent of re-election in Mississip-

The warden said the entire pris- 
on was being searched for more 
guns and ammunition. 


"We don't know yet just how 
the stuff was smuggled in," he 
said. 
"It might have come in through 
a trusty, through prison employes, 
in a truck or in coal cars. We 
ship the coal into the prison In 
carload lots. 
•T'he prison is quiet now. Tou 


could hear a pin drop any place. 
Every convict knows what hap- 
pened."

and federal officials from those 
states. 


Secretary Wallace, accompanlng 


the president, agreed that much 
of the land turned into crop-dam- 
aging dust in recent weeks would 
be better adapted to pasture and 
feed crops for cattle raising.

of disarmament would be discuss- 
ed, the article continued, with the 
conferees personally agreeing to use 
;heir influence to prevent war in 
any part of the world. 


"Mr. 
Roosevelt feels that, even 


f the conference amounted to no 
more than a gesture, it would be a 
powerful one and certain to delay 
war if not avert it for a much longer 
jeriod," the Times said.
